There isn't any light but the 
single piercing gleam of the 
searchlight on the black water 
back of the dam. The mountain 
silence is broken by the creak of 
oarlocks, the hushed dismal voic¬ 
es of the men as they go about 
their tasks, and the monotonous 
whine of the generator. 

This is Thursday night, and the 
sky is star-pricked and cold. 
Forestry men and sheriff’s office 
men and C. C. C. men have been 
working their muscles stiff and 
sore, hauling the grappling lines 
back and forth across the man¬ 
made lake. Somewhere in the 
shadows are a man and woman, 
waiting—waiting. . . 

All at once there is a com¬ 
motion on the east bank of the 
water. Somebody yells: Give it 
the spot . . . And the little beam 
of light, that is all the searchers 
have to separate them from the 
night, swings around. . . . 

From up on the steep bank 
comes a high, disturbing voice 
that could only be made by a big 
cat. It is a big cat, the search¬ 
light sees. It is a mountain 
lion. And under the beast’s rip¬ 
ping claws, sprawled and desper¬ 
ate with fright, is a young deer. 
Somebody calls for a gun, and 
a couple of sharp reports echo 
from the cliffs. But the light is 
too uncertain, and the cat 
stands his ground and makes the 
kill. 

Pretty soon the light swings 
back, to focus on the water 
again, and the workers forget 
about the dead deer. They peer 
intently down into the dark water 
and jerk at the lines. But the 
grappling hooks deep down under 
the surface haven't found what 
they're groping for yet. The 
body of 10-year-old Lee Elson, 
who drowned at Santa Anita 
Dam a week ago Sunday, is still 
missing.

Tom Schwartz, acting as in¬ 
structor, took charge of the even¬ 
ing’s drill on Friday. After con¬ 
necting to a fire plug on Orange 
Grove avenue, Tom acquainted 
those with little experience with 
the workings of the pump on the 
large truck. Although there are 
few plugs in town that lack pres¬ 
sure for fire fighting, it is ne¬ 
cessary to understand how to 
pump, if needed. 

A long discussion arose as to 
the necessity of firemen in at¬ 
tendance back stage during per¬ 
formances at the different aud¬ 
itoriums. Too much caution 
cannot be used at a time like 
this. Some of the men complain 
that they have great difficulty in 
getting people to understand the 
danger of obstructing the access 
to exits and fire-fighting equip¬ 
ment. In this we ask help. Do 
not place stage scenery or other 
"props" where the extinguishers 
or hose could not be reached in 
an instant. The men who are as¬ 
signed to fire duty, either back 
stage or in the audience, are 
there to aid in case of fire and 
are always fire conscious. 

Smoking is strictly prohibited 
in the school auditorium by a 
state law, and when a fireman 
objects to a smoker, he is en¬ 
forcing this law. However, there 
are seldom times when this is 
necessary.

.\K morning In the spring o 
the year, Mrs. Caroline Poiriet 
of St. Canute, in the Province o( 
Quebec, roused one of tier neigh¬ 
bors and said with mu h agitation 
that she was unable to get Into 
her house or rouse her hu-hand. 

She had been spending the night 
with a friend nearby, mid said that 
j her husband, who had been work¬ 
ing on the repairs to a church at 
j St. Jerome, nine miles distant, was 
expected home some time the pre¬ 
vious evening. 

The police were summoned, the 
j door broken in and the husband 
j found lying on the floor dead. 

His body bore three knife 
wounds, and it was quite evident 
that there had been a life-and- 
death struggle. 

But beyond the disordered ap¬ 
pearance of the room there were 
no clues to indicate who the cul¬ 
prit might have been. 

The strange part of It was that 
nothing had been taken from the 
house, so that the murder could not 
have been for the purpose of theft. 

Mrs. Poirier was naturally dis¬ 
tracted, and went about the work of 
settling up the estate like a woman 
In - a trance. 

The man, who had led a dissi¬ 
pated life, died practically penni¬ 
less, but he did leave an Insurance 
policy of $2,000 in favor of his 
wi fe. 

Isidore Poirier had been a con¬ 
tractor and builder in a small way, 
and he had married Cordelia Viau, 
the handsome daughter of a farm¬ 
er, after a whirlwind wooing. 

They had no children, but for 
some years after their marriage 
they lived very happily. 

At the end of that time the wom¬ 
an seems to have conceived an 
aversion for her husband. 

The reason for this, according to 
one of the commentators on the af¬ 
fair, is that she was a masterful 
woman and he was a man of ‘‘very 
common mold.” 

The gossips had it that she- was 
enamored of another man, one 
Samuel Parslow, a carpenter who 
worked for her husband. 

At all events they were seen to¬ 
gether very much, and he paid hei 
marked attention.
